In this caso Bernardino de Seana Fervandes, 
‘Count de Seune Fernandes, sought ‘te recover 
frdm Coxsum Moosa théstun of 84,500 paid to 
the National Bank of China uuder a promissory 
noto for Which his late fathor wes guarantor. 

Mr, Ji J. Francis, Q.C. (instructed, by Mr. 

Hursthouse) appeared for plaintiff and Mr, E. 
Robinson (instructed by Mr. Godgo) for dofen- 
dant. - 
Mr. Francis, in his opening statement, anid 
thet tho late Count-during his life—and his 
son continued the business afer “his death 
—was for some time agent in Mucao for the 
Nationel Bank of Chins, aud during that seeney 
Cassum Moosn, from September, 1993, to 1896, 
regularly paid interest on this $4500. Thess 
payments appeared ia the account books of the 
agency in Macao. and in the books,of tho Na- 
tional Bank of China us daly reooived: How- 
ever in 1896, uodor pressure from tho ‘Bank, 
the administrator of the-Connt, who bad died, 
paid the money ond the interest then dno, ard 
it was for tho recovory of the amount then paid 
although it was not quite the full omenot 
thoy wore properly entitled to cluim—that that 
nection had bann brought. 

Anthony Babbingtou, at present in tho firm 
of Shewan, Tomes-and Ce., said thet in 1892 
he was in the employ of the Notiona) Bank of 
China as accountant, The signature on the 
document produced was his: He signed it as a 
witness, Ho wituessod tho signature of Cassum 
Mooss. He saw him sign it. It was a joint 
and sovoral promissory note given by Cassum 
Moosa and ‘the late Couut de Merpandes to the 
Nations) Bank of China for $4,500, thoy jointly 
and severally promising to pay the sun on de- 
imand to the National Bank of China, Limited, 
or order, interest to be paid at the rate of 8 per 
tent per annaD, payoble monthby.- Lo the bert 
of bis belicf Cassam Moosa was bronght over 
from Macao’ by either tha old Gonnt or the 
young Count. CasmuiMonsa certainly signed 
tho noto in English. He did not think he 
could recogniso the nnn who signed it. He 
ceased to be aoconsitant for the Bank about two 
yours ago. On the issue of the promissory note 
he opened an account ~bimself. in favour of 
‘Cussum Moosa for the sum of $4,500. Ho used 
to be well acquainted with the signntare of the
